Naples, Aug. 31. The 25th Inftant, in the 
Evening, an extraordinary Council of War was 
held, upon Occafion of the News come from Sar- 
dignia, whereby we learn, that the Spanifh Fleet 
had landed their Troops at Cagliari, the Circum 
ftances whereof are not yet very well known. Se- 
veral Advices fay, that they did it without Oppo- 
fition, and that the Spaniards had made themfelves 
Matters of the City, and attack’d the Caftle, into 
which the Marquis de Rubi had thrown himfelf 
with 300 Men, with a Refolution to defend it, 21. 
tho’ he wants many Neceffaries for holding out 
long. Others 2ffure, that the Spaniards met with 
Refiftance at the Attack of the City ; of all which 
we are in great Uncertainty, no Letters being come 
direG@ly from Sardignia, becaufe the Spanifh Fleet 
feize all the Ships that attempt to come out. But 
it is known, that twolarge Tartanes which were 
catrying Troops and Ammunition thither, have 
been taken, as alfo an Englith Ship freighted from 
hence with a like Tranfport. 
what was refolv’d in the Council of War, a Vifita- 
tion has been made of the Fortrcfiles, the Artillery, 
Provifions and Ammunition, and a German Garri- 
fon is put into Caftellamaré, which belongs to the 
Duke of Parma.

12000 Men, both Horfe and Foor, who are march- 
ing thither from all Parts of Spain, 

Genoa, Sept. 15. The Difpatches the Senate 
have received from the Court of Vienna by an-Ex- 
prefs going to Milan, contain ameng other Things, 
a demand of a Loan of a Million and Half of i 
vres, to be repaid at the End of the War in Hun- 
gary, and Intereft in the mean time ; as alfo that 
the Senate will equip fix Men of War, and add to 
them their Gallies, to fail to Naples next Spring, 
and that the Charge of this Equipment fhall’be 
defrayed by the Governour of the Milaneze.’ 
The Senate affembled apon this Occafion, but the 
great Expences the Republick have been at, to fe- 
cure their Frontiers, upon the Apprehenfions they 
have been under, from the military Preparations of 
the King of Sicily, having render'd them the lefs 
able to comply with thefe Demands, there wag no- 
thing then determin’d, bat it is referred to further 
Confideration. We hear from Milan, that the Go- 
vernour of that State, having receiv’d Advice that 
the Sicilian Troops were in March. from all Quar- 
ters, and that a large Body of them were advanc’d 
near the Cremoneze ; he fent an Exprefs to the 
Governour of the Mantuan, to throw immediate- 
ly into Cremona, a Regiment of Dragoons, two 
Batallions of Foot, and eight Companies of Gre-« 
nadiers, for the Defence of that Place in cafe it be’ 
attack’d.
